Head Office to be Mov-' 
ed to Winnipeg | 


The Union Bank of Canada held its 
{47th Annual Meeting at the Head Of- 
fice in Quebec on Monday, December 
the 18th, 1911. The meeting was a, 
memorable one for several reasons. | 
In the first place, the reports present- 
ed by the President and General Man- 
ager were the best in the bank's his- 
tory and revealed the fact that several 
progressive steps had been taken dur- 
ing the year, At the meeting it was 
also decided to remove the Head Of- 
fice from Quebec to Winnipeg. This 
was deemed a wise move owing to 
the fact that out of the total of 242 
branches the bank has 156 west of 
Lake Superior and 76 in Ontario, 
leaving only a comparatively few in 
the Province of Quebec and the Kast- | 
ern Provinces. The decision on the! 
part of the directors and shareholders | 
to move the head office to Winnipeg 
is a recognition of the growing impor: 
tance of the west. 

The net profits for the year after 
deducting expenses of management | 
and making provision for all bad and | 
doubtful debts amounted to $662,437 | 
as compared with $451,620 for the} 
previous year. The earnings for 1911 | 
were at the rate of 14 per cent. on the} 
bank’s average paid-up capital for) 
the year. The premium on new stock 
fssued amounted to $457,000, while | 
the balance at credit of account on 
November 30th amounted to $80,000. 
These sums with the net earnings for 
the year made a total of $1,199,00" 
available for distribution. Of thi: 
large sum dividends absorbed $361,- 
000, the sum of $200,000 was transferr- 
ed to the rest account, as well as 
$457,000 transferred to the same ac- 
count from premium on new stock, 
making a total transferred to the rest 
account of $657,000. The sum of $100, 
000 was written off bank premises ac- 
count and the officers pension fund 
received $10,000, leaving a balance 
carried forward of $71,975. 

A further. examination of the re 
port shows that the bank is making 
rapid progress in every department! 
The amourt of notes in circulation 
increased during the year by $1,300,- 
000, the total deposits by over $7,800,- 
000 which now stands at $45,232,000 
The paid up capital increased by 
$914,000 and the rest account by near- 
ly $600,000 The total assets of the 
bank now stand at $58,434,000 as com- 
pared with $46,556,000 for the previ- 
ous year. The increase in the bank’s 
capital, deposits and assets puts it in 
a position to do a larger business dur 
jing the coming year. These increas- 
/es also show a gain in the confidence 
of the public, 

During the year the Union Bank 
absorbed the United Empire Bank of 
Toronto, which had twelve branches 
in Ontario and a paid up capital of 
$559,000. Later in the year it estab- 
lished a branch in London, England, 
being one of the four Canadian banks 
having branches in Great Britain, 

Altogether the bank has been show- 
ing marked progress and enters upon 
the new year equipped to do even 
better work.

ORDER OF WIDE 


SCOPE IS 


ISSUED BY RAILWAY BOARD 


A General Inquiry Will be 


Made by Board of Railway 


Commissioners Into the Whole Question of Freight 
Rates in the Three Prairie Provinces 


Ottawa, Ont.—One of the most im- 
portant orders ever issued by the 
board of railway commissioners was 
made public when it was announced 
that a general inquiry will be under- 
taken by the board into all freight 
tolls in effect in the provinces of Man- 
Itoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, as 
well as in Ontario, west of and in- 
cluding Port Arthur, The order states 
that if it 1s found that the tolls charg: 
ed by the railways are excessive the 
same shall be reduced as the board 
may determine. The first sitting of 
the board in connection with the in- 
quiry will be held at Ottawa on Feb. 
13 to consider the procedure on the 
inquiry. In the meantime the board 
is applying to the minister of justice 
to appoint counsel to represent the 
public upon the inquiry. The inquiry 
will extend to British Columbia for 
the reason that the tolls of the rail- 
way companies operating in that pro- 
vince are already the subject of in- 
quiry, upon the complaints of the Van- 
couver board of trade and the United 
Farmers of Alberta. 

The order states that many com- 
plaints have been made as to the 
rates charged by the railways, but 
the board had delayed taking action 
until the Regina rate case had been 
settled. The Supreme Court having 
ordered in connection with the con- 
sideration of this case that the dis- 
crimination in favor of points in Mani- 
toba against points in Saskatchewan 
and Alberta must be removed by the 


reduction of class rates to points in| 


the two provinces further west the 
board ts free to undertake a wider in- 


vestigation as to the whole question | 


of western freight rates. 

The order which is signed by His Hon. 
or, J. P. Mabee, chief commissioner, 
la as follows: 

“Whereas as many general com- 
plaints and petitions have been made 
to the board against the - existing 
freight rates charged by the railway 
companies operating in Canada west 
of La‘e Superior, and the board had 
been delaying the consideration there- 


of until the final determination of the 
Regina rate case. 

“And, whereas, the Supreme Court 
of Canada on the 6th day of Decem- 
ber, ultimo, dismissed the Appeal of 
the Canadian Pacific and/Canadian 
Northern Railway companies from the 
order of the board No. 12,160, dated 
the 10th day of December, 1910, in the 
matter of the application of the City 
of Regina (above referred to) requir- 
ing the discrimination in favor of 
points in the province of Manitoba 
and against points In the provinces of 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, to be re- 
moved by requiring the class freight 
rates from Port Arthur and Fort Wil- 
liam, and points east thereof, to the 
said points in Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, and the said decision having 
left the board free to undertake a 
wider Inquiry, and 

“Whereas, as the tolls of the railway 
companies operating in the province 
of British Columbia are already the 
subject of inquiry by the board upon 
|the complaints of the Vancouver 
Board of Trade and the United Far- 
mers of Alberta, and 
| “Whereas, the board is empowered 
{by the act upon its motion to hear 
jand determine any matter or thing 
which, under the act, it might inquire 
| Into, hear and determine, upon appli- 
jcation r complaint— 

“Therefore, it is declared to be ad- 
visable that 

“(1) A general inauiry be at once 
undertaken by the board into all 
freight tolls in effect in the provinces 
jof Manitoba, Saskatchewan, and Al- 
berta. and in the province of Ontario, 
west of and including Port Arthur 
and Fort William, with the view that 
in the event of its being determined 
that the sald tolls, or any of them. 
are excessive, and the same shall be 
reduced as the board may determine. 

“(2) A sitting of the board will be 
held at the city of Ottawa on Tuesday. 
the 13th day of February, 1912, at 10 
am. to consider the procedure upon 
jthe said inquiry and give directions 
| with reference thereto.”

Ottawa, Ont.—It is reported here 
from an authentic source that plans 
are already being devised by the Man- 
itoba Government for the policing of 
the new territory which the province 
ip expected to receive when the 
boungary arrangements are complet- 
ed, and that the new arrangements 
may mean a complete readjustment 
of the force In Manitoba, At present 
the territory which the province ex- 
pects depends upon the R.N.W.M.P. 
for the preservation of law and order, 
but since Manitoba dispensed with the 
sesvices of that force several years 
ago, it is not intended that the new 
district will be long under its juris- 
diction, but that the province itself 
will take over the policing of its own 
territory clean through to the bay. The 
new scheme has in view, it is stated, 
the appointment of a commissioner, 
who will in the added capacity of pro- 
vinclal coroner, have charge of in- 
vestigations connected with the com- 
mital of more serious offences. such 
as murder, etc, and the policing of 
the new territory. The name which 
has been connected here with that 
post ia thut of Coroner Inglis. The 
commissioner will have an assistant 

under him. 

It is stated that the policing of the 
new territory will involve the appoint- 
ment of patrols, the work of which 
will be much similar to that of the R. 
N. W. M. P. The office of provincial 
chief of police. it is understood, will 
still be maintained. but his work will. 
it is said, be simply in connection with 
the maintaining of general law and 
order in the settled parts of the pro- 
vince, ’

OMINION PLANS TO EXTEND ZOO 

Preparation of Jasper Park For Game 
To be Taken up in Spring 

Edmonten, Alta—One of the first 


things which will be taken up in the 


spring by the Dominion relative to 
the government parks in Alberta will 
be the fencing and improving general- 
ly of the property known us Jasper 
Park, where another buffalo herd is 
to be developed, and other animals 
native to this part of Canada are to 
be kept. ? ; 

There are now at Banff a dozen 
each of elk and moose, which are to 
be transferred to other parts, prob- 
ably within a week or two. This has 
been made necessary by the rapid in- 
crease of these animals. From this 
the government is taking hope that 
it will be able to stock its own parks 
hereafter without going to any further 
expense in buying big game. The 
death rate was so low last year, and 
the rate of Increase so encouraging, 
that {t is hoped the buffalo herd will 
soon have reached a size’*that may 
make the Canadian Government able 
t+ sell to other parks, and finally get 
back the original investment. 

At present there are a few more 
buffalo across the line which may be 
brought over to Canada, as the round- 
up is still going on. Latest reports, 
however, state that black leg is af- 
flicting the buffalo in Montana ser- 
fously, and no more will be allowed 
to come into Canada until it is thor- 
oughly determined whether or not 
this report is true, and until the pro- 
posed importations are thoroughly ex- 
amined, to prevent the spread of that 
disease in the Canadian herds. 
| 


Ogilvie Managing Director Reviews 
Present Western Situation 
Montreal.—In reviewing the pres- 
ent Western crop situation, F. W. 
Thompson, vice-president and manag- 
ing director of the Ogilvie Flour Mills 

Company, said: 

“The total amount of wheat market- 
ed to date exceeds 100,000,000 bushels. 
The bulk of what is now remaining 
in the country is low grade. A large 
proportion: of this, variously estimat- 
ed at from 25,000,000 to 30,000,000 
bushels is totally unfit for milling. 
“While there has been much critic- 
ism regarding the transportation con- 
ditions throughout the West it must 
be remembered that the railways have 
shown their ability to move a very 
large quantity of the crop, when one 
realizes that this includes all grains 
and making due allowances for the 
fact that the harvest this year was 
several weeks later than usual. 

“With the continued development of 
the country it is apparent that trans- 
portation facilities east of Fort Wil- 
Ham and Port Arthur must be very 
materially increased in the immediate 
future.” 


| SASKATCHEWAN HEADS THE LIST 


Has More Branch Banke Per Capita 
Than Any Other Province 
Montreal, Que, — Saskatchewan 
holds first place as having the fewest 
people per branch bank of any Can- 

adian province. 

In the closing month of the year 
1911, the chartered banks of Canada 
were operating 2,629 branches in all. 
Of this number 12 were situated in 
Newfoundland and 56 elsewhere out- 
side of Canada, leaving 2,560 within 
the confines of the Dominion. 

Ontario claims 1,020, or nearly 40 
per cent., while Quebec has 398; Nova 
Scotia 113, New Brunswick 74 and 
Prince Edward Island 14, making a 
total of 1,619 in the Kast, or 63 per 
cent. of the whole. 

The three prairie provinces domicile 
729 in all, Manitoba with 189, Alberta 
219, and Saskatchewan with 321.

BIG GRANT FOR SEED FAIRS 


Minister of Agriculture Will Make 
Large Grants to Encourage. 
Good Farming 
Ottawa, Ont.—Hon. Martin Burrell 
is inaugurating a movement of the 
greatest importance to western Can- 
ada, where good seed is a vital ques- 
tion and where seed fairs are a prom- 
inent feature of agricultural life. It is 
a plan to give greater aid to agricul- 
ture by means of seed fairs and pro- 
vinclal seed exhibitions, which are 
poten factors in arousing greater inter- 
est in the use of good seed, and 
which are to receive increased 
aid, calculated to widen their scope. 
The provincial governments last year 
spent nearly $30,000 on seed fairs, 
field crop competitions, and seed ex- 
hibitions, the Dominion contributing 
less than $10,000. Under the pro- 
posed scheme the provinces will make 
no reduction in their expenditures. 
The total amount of the subventive 
must not exceed $50 for each seed fair 
and $50 for each kind of crop, in all 
not more than $150 for field crop com- 
petitions conducted by one great ag- 
ricultural society, and $400 for a pro- 
vincial seed exhibition, For 1912 the 
total for each province must not ex- 
ceed $1,000 to be given for each ad- 
dittonal million acres. The amounts 
will be: Prince Edward Island, $1,000; 
Nova Scotia, $1,000; New Brunswick, 
$1,000; Quebec, $5,000; Ontario, $1,- 
000; Manitoba, $5,500; Saskatchewan, 
$8,000; Alberta, $6,000; British Col- 

umbia, $1,000, 

Mr. Burrell’s scheme provides for 
an equal footing for each province, 
and offers that financial assistance 
on the basis of a refund of two-thirds 
of the amount awarded fn prizes un- 
der the above limitations. 


CAMP TRAINING OF CAN. MILITIA 


Regiments Must Put in Five Days’ 
Training in Camp This Year 


Toronto, Ont.—All the Canadian in- 
fantry regiments are to put in five 
days’ training in camp this year in- 
stead of undergoing the whole of their 
training in the Armories, as they have 
done hitherto. The order comes from 
the Militia Department announcing 
that the annual training of all the city 
corps is to be divided into seven days 
at headquarters and five days at 
camp. 

According to the present system 
one night’s drill at the Armory con- 
stituter half a day's training in camp. 
Thus five days in camp will take ten 
night drills away from their regular 
training, and both the spring and fall 
drills seasons will be shortened ac- 
cordingly. 

The need of city regiments training 
in camp has long been felt and was 
pointed out as one of the principal 
weaknesses by General Sir John 
French in his report on the Canadian 
Militia. The order will affect ‘orty 
city regiments of infantry throgh- 
out Canada, who have hitherto had 
practically no training in camp w'iat- 
ever. Sixty odd rural regimenis 1/11 
carry out their training In samp na 
usual, Some members of rseiiients 
will undoubtedly find a diffleuliy iu 
getting away for the requircd time 
and this has been the chief obstacle 
to the scheme formerly. 


DOUKHOBORS FOR CALIFORNIA 


Entire Canadian Colony of Doukho- 
hors Leaving for the States 

Los Angeles, Cal.—The entire Can- 
adian colony of Doukhobors, composed 
of 12,000 individuals, is preparing to 
emigrate from Saskatchewan to Cali- 
fornia. 

Agents for the Doukhobors are now 
in this state and their leading repre- 
sentatives, under direction of Appoff, 
will arrive in Los Angeles within the 
next few days to perfect arrangements 
for moving the colony to this country. 

A. P, Cherbak, who made a report 
of Doukhobors for Count Tolsto!, and 
who is now established in Los Angel- 
es as editor of a Russian newspaper, 
is the leading spirit, locally, of the 
movement to bring the Doukhobor 
colony to Southern California. 

“The colony,” said Cherbak, “is free 
of debt and its members, who are now 
making ready to quit their homesteads 
in Canada, wil! purchase land out- 
right in Southern California and farm 
as one great body.” 

The move {s one of the greatest im- 
migration undertakings the state has 
ever experienced, and may develop 
a problem for both the state and fed- 
eral authorities to solve. 

Viadimir V. Zinsehling, Russian 
civil engineer, said that there was de- 
posited by Molokanes in a Los Angel- 
es bank recently over $800,000, 

This sum has been accumulated 
during the past eight years. 

Asked why the Doukhobors were go- 
ing to migrate to Southern California, 
Cherbak, the colony commissioner, 
said that they had found the weather 
there too severe and that they had 
to get to a warmer climate. 


PACKERS' METHODS CONDEMNED 


According to Evidence Brought Out 
By Trial in Chicago 

Chicago.—The methods employed 
by the packers, on trial before Un- 
ited States District Jtidge Carpenter 
violation of the Sher- 
man law, in computing the uniform 
teat cost of slaughter animals, which 
the government contends was the 
basis used in fixing margin of profit, 
and selling cost of fresh meat, were 
revealed by Henry F. Moyer, an ae- 
countant in the employ of Armour & 
Company. He declared that after the 
injunction issued by Judge Grosscup 
in 1902, the instructions given him by 
his superiors regarding the items used 
in figuring the test cost, were com- 
municated to him verbally and that 
the sheets containing the data were 
always destroyed after six months, 

The cost of killing, he said, had in- 
creased from $1 a head to $2.75 a head 
in 22 years, During the great rail- 
road strike in 1894. the killing cost, 
he said, went to $2.80 a head. He 
sald that two methods were used in 
figuring the test cost of the animals. 
One, he described as the “memoran- 
dum,” or “red” cost and the other as 
the “last” or “real” test cost. 


Connaught May Visit the States

CHINA SOURCE OF WORRY 


Intervention Will Begin Only When 
Legatione Indicate That it is 
Necessary. 

Paris, France.—The Chinese ques- 
tion and the possibility of intervention 
by the powers in China in some form, 
are the absorbing topics of decision 
just now in diplomatic circles here. 
The feeling, however, is that nothing 
of @ concrete nature is justified or 
can be carried out for the present. 
Nevertheless the point has been raised 
informally in international banking 
circles as to the wisdom of the bank- 
ing groups and the powers joining in 
the arrangement of some definite sug: 
gestion with the idea of preserving 

the real interests of China. 

It is pointed out in authoritative 
circles that the powers as such are 
not able to intervene unless foreign 
property in China should be endang- 
ered or attacked and the tegations

CANADIAN WHEAT FOR DULUTH 


Same Rates Apply as are in Force to 
To Canadian Porte at Head 
of Great Lakes 

Minneapolis, Minn,—Considerable 
inconvenience has been caused in the 
Canadian prairie provinces by the in- 
ability of the Canadian railroads to 
move the immense crop to the Cana- 
dian terminals at Fort William and 
Port Arthur, owing to the full accum- 
ulation of the storage capacity of 
these lake ports. To relieve the tre- 
mendous congestion, with its constant 
narrowing of the market to absorb the 
offerings from the farms, the Cana- 
dian Northern road met the problem 
by diverting the grain to the North- 


western terminals on this side of the’ 


line by establishing the same rate to 
Nuluth and Minneapolis as to Port 
Arthur and Fort William. 

The Canadian Pacific road has also 
met this rate, and now two of the 
great railroad systems of Canada are 
preparing to pour Canadian grain in- 
to the terminal elevators on the Am- 
erican side. While the wheat will be 
stored in the United States, it will be 
bonded and not available in this coun- 
try without paying the 25 cents per 
bushel dity. The market for this 
Canadian wheat is no broader, but 
owing to the aviwlability of targe sivr- 
age capacity at Duluth the geain con- 
gestion in Canada will be yrintly ra 
Heved. The Duiuh termina’s wi' 
profit by this influx of wheat and tne 
head of the lakes probably will ha e 
the greatest years in its history for 
grain shipments in the spring. 


FRIENDLY TO BRITAIN 


German Crown Prince Credited With 
Such a Desire 


Berlin, Germany.—Crown Prince 
Wilhelm is now credited with u de- 
sire to emulate the example of his 
father in cultivating the friendship of 
England. 

Since the future emperor has re- 
turned from Datzig, he has done his 
utmost, short of making a public dem- 
onstration to make it clear that his 
behavior during the debate in the 
Reichstag last’ November was not in- 
tended as an anti-British demonstra- 
tion, but was meant to show his op- 
position only to certain features of 
the German foreign policy.

|FIRST MAIN ESTIMATES| 


ESTIMATES OF NEW GOVERN. 
MENT ARE BROUGHT DOWN 


Show a Total Appropriation of $149,- 
789,677—Many Interesting Details 
Are Given—Large Sums for Public 
Bulldings and Other Improvements 
In the Prairie Provinces: 

Ottawa, Ont.—The first main esti- 
mates of the new Government ,were 
laid on the table of the House by W. 
T. White, Minister of Finance. They 
show a total appropriation of $149,- 
789,677 as against $166,079,538 for the 
year 1911-12, As compared with the 
total estimates presented to Parlia- 
ment by the late government last 
year, this shows a decrease of $6,289,- 
861, but as compared with the main 
estimates brought down by Mr. Field- 
ing, there is an increase of $10,926,- 

Mr, Fielding’s main estimates to- 
talled $138,863,200, to which were sub- 
sequently added three supplementar- 
les aggregating $17,230,980. 

Until the supplementaries of the 
present Government are brought down 
later in the session, it is impossible 
to make definite comparison as be- 
tween the expenditures for the cur- 
rent year and the year which will 
commence on April 1, next. 

The total of 1912-13 as brought down 
is made up of $104,919,314 on consoli- 
dated stock, and $44,870,372 on capi- 
tal account, as against $109,616,917 
and $46,462,621 respectively in 1911- 
12, showing decreases of $4,697,812 
on consolidated revenue account, and 
$1,692,268 on capital account. 

The largest decrease occurs in the 

ublic works estimates, amounting to 
$4,083,660, the total for the year be- 
ing $14,530,380. Under the heading 
of arts, agriculture and statistics. 
there {s a decrease of $910,000 ac- 
counted for by the absence: uv? the ap- 
propriation for the census 

The total for the year amounts to 
$1,945,500, as against $2 855,50). An- 
other large increase is “hown in the 
Naval Service column, amounting to 
$885,000. The appropriation amounts 
to $3,091,691, as compared with $3,- 
976,500. The principal decrease in 
the naval service vote is one of the 
$1,340,000 in the item including the 
purchase and maintenance of ships, 
upkeep of docks, and maintenance of 
training schools, the drop being from 
$3,000,000 to $1,660,000. Most of the 
other items in this service show in- 
creases, in part accounted for by the 
proposed purchase of two new fisher- 
les protection vessels for the Pacific 
and a new survey ship for the At- 
lantic,

FOR GOOD ROADS 


System of Government Ald to 
Placed Under Dept. of Rallways 


Ottawa-——The system of Government 
aid to good roads will be placed un- 
der the direction of Railways and 
Canals, and not of Public Works as 
has been reported. This lends color 
to the report that A| W. Campbell, 
Deputy Minister, and probably the 
best authority in the country on road- 
making, will be at the head of it. 

While not definitely announced, it is 
probable that the ald wil! take the 
form of substantial grants to the con- 
struction and improvement of trunk 
roads and main arteries, as disting- 
ulshed from concessions and cross- 
roads. 


TIED BY ACTS 


Effort to amend Favored Nation Treat- 
les With Foreign Countries 


Ottawa.—At the last Imperial Con- 
ference, a resolution was passed, up- 
on the proposition of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, asking the British Govern- 
ment to approach the twelve countries 
with whom the United Kingdom has 
“favored nation” treaties, and to ask 
that they should agree to an amend- 
ment of the treaties in such a form 
as to exempt the self-governing do- 
minions from the operation of the said 
treaties. 

It {8 now announced that the British 
Foreign Office has made public the 
fact that the negotiations have failed 
of success and that every one of the 
countries involved has declined to ac- 
cept the proposition. There are 12 
countries on the list, viz:—Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark, Russia, Austria- 
Hungary, Spain, Switzerland, in Eur- 
ope: Japan, in Asia, with the Argentine 
Republic, Boliva, Columbia, and Vene- 
zuela, in South America. 

When Premier Borden was asked 
what would be the policy of his Gov- 
ernment in this connection, he re- 
plied:— 

“We will wait until we receive the 
official communication from London, 
and when we have received it, we will 
give it due consideration. So far | 
oe no knowledge of the matter at 
all.” 

The effect of the refusal to amend 
the treaties will simply be that un- 
less the British Government is will- 
ing to denounce the treaties, Canada 
will still be tled by the dead diplo- 
mats. 

For instance, the treaty with Den- 
mark was negotiated by the Govern- 
ment of Oliver Cromwell and several 
of the others are also centuries old.

Heads of Railway Ask for Assistance 
to Extent of $15,000,000, 

Ottawa, Ont.—President Charles M. 
Hays and William Wainwright, of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, visited Ottawa 
recently on important business, the 
mission affecting relations between 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Rallway and 
the Government. The railway mag- 


nates saw Premier Borden, Hon. W. fl 


T. White. Minister of Finance, and 
Hon. F. D, Monk, Minister of Public 
Work, with whom they held a lengthy 
conference in the office of the Prime 
Minister, 

The visit had to do with the financ- 
es of the Grand Trunk Pacific. It is 
said that the company proposed to 
ask the Government for a substantial 
sum which is placed at fifteen million 
dollars. 

The government under the revised 
contract of 1904 has already pledged 
to assist the company in the way of 
bond guarantee amounting to $13,000 
a mile on the prairie section and three- 
fourths of the mountain section. In 
1909 the company asked for and ob- 
tained a loan of ten million dollars at 
three per cent. from the government. 


351,000 NEW SETTLERS 


Increase of 40,000 in Immigration Ar- 
rivals In 1911, 


Winnipeg, Man.—Bruce Walker, 
Commissioner of Immigration, re- 
cently handed out official figures of 
ever ttl for the calendar year, 

These show an immigration of 351,- 
000, as against 311,084 in 1910. 

One hundred and thirty thousand 
persons crossed the border from the 
United States last year as compared 
with 121,451 in 1910, 

Immigration from Great Britain 
totalled 175,000, which represents an 
increase of 30 per cent. from Scotland, 
and 20 per cent. net from England, 
over 1910, 

There was a relative decrease from 
Europe and other foreign countries, 

A phenomenal Increase in the num- 
ber of immigrants from the United 
States was the feature of the last 
months of the year, becoming first 
apparent in September.

Masten have arrived in the question 
of settlement with the Royal Bank 
and W. R, Clarke, who claim that they 
should be compensated for alleged 
losses of $372,000 and $600,000, if the 
title to the $6,000,000 now. lying in 
the bank as the proceeds of the $7.-

railway company is to be transferred 
to the province under the Alberta 
Act, they seek to have disallowed.

Washington, D.C.—The arbitration 
treaties were broached in the Senate 
when Senator Cummins sought adop- 
tion of a resolution asking the Presi- 
dent to ascertain whether Great Brit- 
ain and France would consent 
to a provision requiring the 
parties to the treaties to 
mit to arbitration all justifiable con- 
troversies with other countries, regard- 
less of whether they had treaties with 
others or not. Senator Burton ob- 
jected to immediate action and the 
resolution will be held over until Mr. 
Cummins will address the Senate.

Text of the Lesson, Luke ii, 8-20 
Memory Verses 10, 11—Goilden Text 
Luke ii, 11—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev, D. M. Stearns. 


Those days o: verse 1 are spoken of 
in Gal. iv, 4, as “the fullness of time,” 
the time appointed before the world 
was, for the great deliverer to come, 
for “known unto God are all His 
works from the beginning of the 
world” (Acts xv, 18). He declareth 
the end from the beginning and doeth 
according to His will both in heaven 
and on earth, turning the king's heart 
whithersoever He will (Isa, xlvi, 10; 
Dan. lv, 36; Ps. cxxxv, 6; Prov, xxi, 1). 
So it came to pass that the world 
tuler’s decree was used by the Lord 
of all the earth to fulfill His purpose 
and to cause the Prince of the kings 
of the earth, the King of kings and 
the Lord of lords to be born at the 
long before appointed time and place, 
But so out of harmony with God is 
this world which He made and the 
people who inhabit it that there waa 
no room for the Creator in the world 
which He had made and no welcome 
for Him.

The story of the shepherds takes 14 
back to Abel and to Moses and David 
and Amos, and the darkness makes 
us think of the darkness that now ia 
and will be till He shall come again 
in His glory (Isa.

The night 
Is far spent, the day is at hand, and 
the time for our new bodies and the 
redemption of Israel is ever drawing 
nearer (Rom. xiii, 11, 12; Luke xxi, 
28). The shepherds were doing just 
as they had always done, watching 
over their flocks, when the angel ot 
the Ieard came suddenly upon them, 
and the glory of the Lord shone round 
about them (verse 9), Moses and 
David and Amos were keeping their

It was also the angel's message on 
the resurrection morning (Matt. xxvill, 
5). How can we explain our slowness 
to tell all people the good tidings of 
Breat joy? Is it because the good tid: 
{ngs has never brought us the foy un: 
speakable of I Pet. 1, 8? The letters 
of II Kings vii, 8, 9, puts us to shame 
What can we say to Christ? Sudden. 
ly a multitude of the heavenly host {s 
heard by the shepherds saying, “Glory 
to God in the highest and on earth 
peace, good will toward men” (verse 
14). Listen to the testimony of more 
than a hundred millions of angels in 
Rey, v, 11, 12, and then {f you know 
that you are redeemed join more 
heartily in the song of Rev. v, 9, 10. 

The Lord Jesus in all His life on 
earth never sought His own glory nor 
His own will, and it must have been 
with joy that He said to His Father 
in His great prayer, “I have glorified 
Thee on the earth” (John vi, 38; vill, 
50; xvil, 4). Our motto should be 
“that God in all things may be glor!l- 
fied" (1 Pet. iv, 11; I Cor. x, 31), When 
the Lord Jesus shall have become the 
peace of Israel and shall have spoken 
peace to the nations through Israel 
then quickly shall the whole earth 
be filled with the glory of the Lord 
(Mic. v, 5; Zech, ix, 10; Num, xiv, 21) 
His people shall be willing in the day 
of His power (Ps. cx. 3), The angels, 
having executed their commission 
went away into heaven; simply went 
home.

seen, making us think of ater and 
John, who said long afterward con- 
cerning the same person.

GRAIN GOES SOUTH 


Large Amount is Paid in Duty at 
North Portal 

North Portal , Sask.—During Sep- 
tember, October, November and De- 
cember there were shipped through 
this port to the United States 12,659 
bushels of Canadian flax, the duty on 
which, at 25c, a bushel, was $3,164.75, 
Of this amount 1,683 bushels were de 
livered by wagon by farmers close to 
the border, the balance being shipped 
from Milestone, Weyburn and other 
Soo line points. During the same 
period 6,904 bushels of oats entered 
the United States, representing a 
duty of $1,035.65, and 8,366 of wheat 
representing a duty of about $800. Ar 
half of this quantity was shipped in 
bond to eastern Canada points, this 
means a total of over $5,000 paid inte 
the United States treasury by the Can 
adian farmer near, the boundary.
